NEW YORK— (7) —A last- 
minute recovery in the stock mar- 
ket Monday wiped out a major

The market was quiet through- 
out the day with leaders falling

scattered strength, how- 


sues and among a few leaders. 

The late recovery erased many 
small losses and changed them to 
equally slight plus signs. The ex- 
treme declines of around a point 
were shaved down for the most 
part. Those ahead added to their 
strength. The top gains among 
ieagers was more than a poin 

The over-ali picture was mixed 
and the performance of the mar- 
ket considered as a whole gives no 
clue to the future direction from 
tne present high ievel. 

The Associated Press ave} rage of 
60 stocks was unchanged at 66.8. 
the highest level since Nov. 4. 
1948. That 66.8 peak was reached 
last Thursday. On Friday the mar- 
ket lost a tenth and 
a tenth on Saturday. 

But while the average was un- 
changed, 391 stocks declined ond

With a million men idle on 
the strike line and with thousands 
more expected to join them, there 
seemed little room for market op- 
timism.
